It could remind the men and 
women of southern Europe that 
peace and happiness find their sur- 
est resting place where the people, 
not a dictator, rule the land. 


Those are some of the principles 
for which the Liberty Bell first rang 
a century and a half ago. if today 
it can strengthen those principles, 
not only at home but abroad, it will 
have performed another great service 
to mankind.

Facing Inflation 


Roosevelt Monetary Ad- 
viser Declares Peril 
Here Is ‘Very Great.’ 


NEW YORK.—The danger 
|of a wild inflation is grave, 
| James Harvey Rogers, the Yale 
professor under whose guidance 
| President Roosevelt bolted the 
gold standard and adopted the 
policy of a managed currency, 
declared, His warning came as a 
! shock to his listeners in a meeting 
of the Academy of Political Science. 
They had expected him to defend 
the President’s actions. 

Prof. Rogers, in justifying his 
previous position, said that with the 
setting up of the new monetary SysS- 
tem controls had been provided. 
Great care was taken, he said, not 
to permit the devaluation of the dol- 
lar to increase member bank re- 
serves. Largely to assure this re- 
sult the two billion dollar stabiliza- 
tion fund was created. 

Acted to Avoid Inflation. 

“In the new banking legislation 
still further care was taken to pro- 
vide additional and entirely ample 
power to curb any undesirable in- 
flation which might make its ap- 
pearance,” he said. “The authority 
of the new board of governors of 
our federal reserve system to raise 
the legal reserve requirements of 


if necessary would seem to be a 
sufficiently powerful check for any 
probable emergency. 

“With such safeguards provided 
in the monetary legislation and with 
such powerful checks in the hands 
of our central banking authorities, 
what then can be the danger from 
even large and continued budget 
deficits? 

Deficits Are Danger. 

“The answer is clear. Continued 
budget deficits require continued 
treasury financing. Treasury finane- 
ing at reasonable rates requires 
easy and plentiful money condi- 
tions. But all the checks to infla- 
tion provided in our money and 
banking system are based upon re- 
versing our easy money policy and 
turning it into a tight money pol- 
icy. 

“Hence, continued budget deficits 
and the resulting heavy government 


financing will lead to an inevitable |

Which policy 
will win? In all the post-war Euro-

Visions Rise in National Debt 

Washington, Db. C.—The United 
States national debt on April 8 
stood at 31 billion 440 million dol- 
lars, nearly 2% billions over the 
debt on April 8 last year. Acting 
Budget Director Daniel Bell told a 
congressional committee he expect- 
ed the debt to soar to 34% billions 
by July.

Saves For Consumer 


Substantial savings to users of 


natural gas in Santa Clara and 
San Mateo counties will be real- 
ized from reduced rates filed in 
San Francisco with the California 
State Railroad Commission by tht 
Pacific Gas and Electric Company. 
In the city of San Jose alone, Cus- 
tomer savings are estimated at 
$98,000 a year, and proportionate 
penefits will accrue to users in 
Redwood City, San Mateo, 3urlin- 
game and other communities of 
the peninsula area. 

Customer savings estimated for 
the entire natural gas territory of 
the Pacific Gas and Electric Com- 
pany and its subsidiary, San Joa- 
quin Light and Power Corporation 
will amount to more than $2,600,- 
000 annually after the new lower 
rates are made effective May 1. 

Domestic and commercial gas 
consumers are the chief benefic- 
iaries of the rate reductions filed 
today. The present service charge 
of 70 cents is discontinued and a 
minimum charge of 85 cents in in- 
corporated areas for 200 cubic feet 
or less is substituted. This 
amounts to a reduction of 3 cents 
per month for use of 200 cubic 
feet per month. 

The rate for monthly use from 
200 to 4,000 cubic feet, which af- 
fects the greatest number of gas 
customers, is reduced from 90 
eents to 79 cents per 1000 cubic 
feet. Average domestic use of 
zas, company records show, is 
2600 cubic feet per month, for 
which under present rates the 
user in this territory is charged 
$3.04, At the new rate the charge 
will be $2.75, a reduction of 29 
cents or nearly 10 per cent. 

While the new schedules bene- 
domestic and commercial us- 
reductions also have been 

in the rates to industrial 
customers and for commercial 
building heating service. Surplus 
natural gas rates are unchanged. 

Today’s action by the utility 
company follows announcement on 
March 16 that rates would be re-

rate changes, P. M. Downing, vice- 
president and general manager, 
said:

“We are, of course, pleased to 
be able at this time to make these 
further reductions in rates thru- 
out our natural gas territory. 

“A number of favorable circum- 
stances have made this possible. 
General improvement in economic 
conditions and a considerable in- 
crease in the gas revenues of the 
company and our hope for still 
further increases in usage of gas 
are the chief factors justifying the 
reduction. 

“When these lower rates be- 
come effectve the annual saving 
to our customers will be increased 
to $10,600,000, as compared with 
what their bills would have been 
for the same amount of heat from 
manufactured gas. Northern Cali- 
fornia natural gas rates with this 
reduction will compare favorably 
with rates anywhere in the United 
States where gas is transported 
250 miles as it is here. 

“When natural gas was substi- 
tuted for the manufactured prod- 
duct, our customers received the 
benefit of a fuel that has more than 
couble the heating content of manu- 
facctured gas. With the present re- 
duction i nrates, the customer’s dol- 
lar will buy more than twice the 
heat units of manufactured gas. The 
new rates will make it cheaper than 
ever before to use gas burning equip- 
ment.”
